who was navigator on the Texas, aud 
Com m ander Alex EJ. Bates, who was 
he chief engineer on that battleship 
Com m ander Harbor, executive officer 
pud tho cinel surviving officer of the 
ship 
s nee 
th** 
death of aJa plain 
Philip, was recalled. 
Tho fourth wit 
bess w as Com m ander Seaton Schroed 
e , executive officer ou the Massacbd* 
canal gelt* and now governor of the island 
of Guam. 
The testimony several tim es during 
Hie dav was somewhat existing, and 
it was especially so when Com m an­ 
der H eilner described Hie battle and 
the p art the Texas had taken in it 
He said th at when the Brooklyn made 
its loop a t tho beginning ut th** bat

bow* at a distance not to exceed IOO 
or La) yards and th at at the com mand 
of Captain Philip the Texas had beeu 
I brought to a dead stop.

who was navigator on the Texas, aud 
Com mander Alex B. Hates, who wits 
tie’ chiel engineer on th at battleship 
Com mander Barber, executive officer 
t.ud tho chief surviving officer of the 
ship 
since 
the 
death of C aptain 
Philip, was recalled. 
Tho fourth wit 
ness was Com mander Seaton Sehroed- 
tv. executive officer on the M assachu­ 
setts and now governor of the island 
ut Guam. 
The testimony several tim es during 
the dav was somewhat exciting, and 
it was especially so when C om m an­ 
der Heilner described the battle and 
the part the Texas had taken In it. 
He said th a t when the Brooklyn made 
its loop a t the beginning ut the b at­ 
tle it had passed across the T ex as’ 
bow at a distance not to exceed IOO 
or Iou yards and that at the com mand 
of Captain Philip the Texas had beeu 
brought to a dead stop.

Every time a president has descend­ 
ed from UU .library to the east room to 
meet the com pany collected there from 
every part of the country, unknown 
to anybody iu the building, the risk has 
been run .of meeting some f'xolgosx or 
G u llet U. Inspired with hatred of order 
or factional vindictiveness.

When I ‘resident Cleveland w as an oe- , 
C"yr.*.t cf (Lr* W hite House, a largo 
force of officers in uniform ami plain 
dress was employed, and sometimes the 1 
president if as criticised for allowing 
tiffs guard to surround him when it 
was provided by tin* District as a pre­ 
caution and has been continued to some 
extent ever since. 
Everywhere was heard 
the 
oilier 1 
night bitter regret that the president 
bad consented to attend a public re­ 
ception where he was exposed to the 
attack that has just stirred with hor­ 
ror the civilized world. 
There is like­ 
ly to be a more secret guarding of the 
president hereafter and possibly closer i 
scrutiny of the persons allowed to en­ 
ter tin* W hite House to shake hands 
with him. 
Every time a president has descend­ 
ed from his .library to the east room to 
meet the company collected there from 
every part of the country, unknown 
to anybody it* the building, the risk lins 
been run .of meeting some <'z**lgosz or 
Guiteau, inspired with hatred of oilier j 
or factional vindictiveness.

For Mr. Pendel, the oldest of the door­ 
men on duty at the W hite House, the 
attack upon Mr. M cKinley was the 
third shock of the kind he has known.
